An Ordinance to continue the Displaced Persons (Claims) 

Act, 1950 

Whereas Parliament is not in session, and the President is satis- 
fied that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to 
take immediate action; 

Now, therefore, in exerc se of the powers conferred by clause 
(1) of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to 
promulgate the following Ordinance: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This Ordinance may be 
called the Displaced Persons (Claims) Continuance Ordinance, 1952. 

(2) It shall come into force at cnce. 

2. Continuance of Act XLIV of 1950,— During the period of 
Operation of this Ordinance, the Displaced Persons (Claims) Act, 
1950, shall have effect as if in sub-section (3) of section 1 for the 
words “two years” there had been substituted the words “three 
years”.
